Da 1939 Harland and Wolff’ com- 


pleted over 120,000 gross tons of mer- 
chant shipping. Obvious reasons for- 
bid any detailed analysis of this important 
contribution to the empire's mercantile 
marine, but it may be revealed that of this 
output no less than 52,000 gross tons con- 
sisted of empire food ships, with a total re- 
frigerated capacity of over two and a half 
million cubic feet. Harland and Wolff are 
the world’s largest builders of this type of 
tonnage, and these new ships—the latest pro- 
ducts of their yards—will he of the utmost 
national value at the present time. The re- 
mainder*of the output was made up of 
passenger liners, tankers, coasting vessels 
and various small craft. These ranged from 
3 and mail liners of the largest size, 
oth steam and Diesel driven, to a small 
steam-driven coaster for a distant Dominion. 
last year, as in previous years, the ecm: 
pany's engineering shops were busily engaged 
in the construction of marine Diesel engines 
of the well-known Harland B. and W. type, 
and oil engines totalling approximately 
100,000 i.h.p. were installed in merchant 
shipping. Steam machinery, however, also 
occupied a position of prominence, and during 
the year geared turbine installations of Har- 
land and Wolff manufacture aggregating 
almost 120,000 s.h.p. were completed for 
na val and merchant ships. 

The company’s repair establishments at 
Belfast, Glasgow, London, Liverpool and 
Southampton carried out a wide diversity of 
repairs to over 2,000 vessels during the year. 
These included not only voyage and running 
repairs, but also many instances of major re- 
construction work. 

It is not possible to disclose the volume 
and diversity of the many important contracts 
at present in hand, but it may be safely said 
that the company’s various establishments 
are playing a very important part in the 


nation’s productive effort, and their unrivalled ) 


facilities are being utilised to the full. 


THE LINEN INDUSTRY 


The important part which the lingn, in- 
dustry plays in the economic structure of 
Northern Ireland will be realised when it is 
mentioued that the capital invested 
in the industry amounts to approximately 
£50,000,000, and the industry normally pro- 
vides direct employment for some 90,000 per- 
sons. The average annual consumption of 
flax fibre in Northern Ireland is about 55,000 
tons, and only about one-sixth of this is 
roduced in the six counties, the balance 
bei eing imported at a cost of nearly £35,000,000. 
A big effort is being made to increase the 
acreage under flax in the coming year, and 
an early announcement of the fixed price fo: 
flax for the coming season would stimn- 
late the farmers to sow more flax in the 
spring. At present the fixed price ranges 
from 10s. to 16s. per stone in six grades. 

The flax spinning section of the linen in- 
_ dustry is in the hands of about forty firms, 

controlling approximately 900,000 spindles, 

and capable of giving employment to about 
30,000 operatives. The Northern linen weav- 
ing factories contain some 27,000 looms, re- 
the employment of 23,000 opera- 
tives n addition, there are cloth and 
yarn bleachworks and dyeworks, warehouses, 
etc., all giving additional employment. There 
are at present 58,980 insured linen trade 
operatives in Northern Ireland, compared 
with 66,250 ten years ago. 

The destiny of many other workers in 
Northern Ireland is bound up with the 

rosperity or otherwise of the linen industry. 

here are the foundries, mill furnishers, box- 
makers, etc. 

The linen, ‘shipbuilding, tobacco manufac- 
turing, rope-making and other industries will 
start the new year with fairly bright 
prospects provided the supplies of raw 
material can be maintained. At the outbreak 
of war the number of unemployed increaged 
and at the end of October the figure was

It is hardly necessary to remind the Con- 
vention, and the Irish people generally, that 
our market here at its best is only small, 
and this limitation, combined with the fact 
that the puble were acclimatised to an 
almost cullen variety of foreign goods, made 
the situation for those new industries difficult 
in the extreme. We had also to bear in mind 
that on the removal of quotas dumping could 
not be ruled out; or even that English com- 
bines, determined on the recapture’ of a valu- 
able outpost, may not tempted to the 
financial: sacrifice to attain that aim. 
a But there were other factors to be borne 
in mind. For one thing, the fate of thou- 
sands of loyal workers, who looked to us to 
secure them in their livelihood, was at stake. 
To permit the men and women of our factories 
to be thrown on the scrapheap without a 
ht would cover us with a lasting shame. 
e fate of our shareholders was no less at 
stake. The bulk of the monies contributed 
to the erection and ee of our indus- 
tries are the savings of the small man. They 
were withdrawn in the majority of cases from 
security elsewhere. These investments were 
made at the behest, and with the blessings of 
the State. Because of the circumstances they 
called for, and deserved, the same measure 
of security as moneys invested in National 
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setting-up of a Wien Chutiaie- 
ve ' concealed from ourselves

NEGLIGIBLE EFFECT

INDUSTRIALISATION 


Industrial expansion should, 
ultimately lift a heavy load off the backs of 
the agricultural community. Hitherto our 
towns and cities were filled with people with- 
out occupation, and obviously maintained at 
the expense of those who produced. And 
seeing that the main ucers were those 
engaged on the land, it followed as a matter 
of course that they were maintained largely 
on agricultural output. Since the start of 
the industrial drive of 1932 over sixty thou- 
sand of these have been enabled to earn their 
own livelihood, and, in addition, contribute 
substantially to the upkeep of the State. It 
may be argued that part of their upkeep is 
at the expense of agricultural prosperity. 
This may have been true of the initial period. 
but I submit tat it is only a passing phase. 
Nobody will deny that some price has had 
to be paid for the re-industrialisation of the 
country. It could not have ned without 
a sacrifice of some kind. But it may well be 
argued that the nett effect of that sacrifice, 
when balanced against the substantia! 
measures of protection for agricultural pro- 
duce in the — market argument, could 

enter the realms of exaggeration. - 

The fact of the matter nd, as Arthur 
Griffith so often pointed out, this or any 
other nation cannot survive on grass alone: 
To place al the of a nation in one 
basket is and has been in our case for the past 
century, nothing less than the mass elimina- 
tion of a race. We must have the dual arms 
of industry and agriculture vi in 
harmony and for their common welfare. 
There is no more hopeful. indication that we

In 
this development our first Government ha 
the — — But to the self-sufficiency 
determination of the present Government is 
due the fact“ that to-day we are probably 
better off in respect of our more pressing 
needs than any other of the many States in 
the Eastern hemigphere. | 
Neutrality, as well as our unique geogra 
cal position, have contributed materially to 
this fortunate state of affairs. Cargoes of 
raw materials have been reaching this island 
without interruption; our factories, on the 
whole, have been enabled to pursue their 
normal way, and except in the case of in- 
dustries dependent on imported oil no great 
gap has been made in the channels of trade. 
2 this connection, too, the Federation has 
been up and doing. Behind the Department 
of Supplies which is keeping a grip of the 
situation we have endeavoured to relate re- 
quirements from specified world areas to the 
availability of shipping.conhections with these 
areas. Moreover, we Se publicly impressed 
on the shipping connections of this territory 
that now is their chance to lay the basis of 
we mags in direct trade, not alone in 
shipping, but also in the other aspects that 
have hitherto made “for the introduction of 
intermediaries whose commissions and other 
charges was a definite handicap to the com- 
petitive capacity of the nation. 


NO PROFITEERING 


Nor hag the cost of our finished goods ad- 
vanced to any spectacular degree. Where 
the raw materials or a large part thereof are 
brought overseas there are the elements of 
freightage and insurance to contend with. 
That these have 2 advanced there is no 
gainsaying ; and, if shipping continues to dis- 
appear at the present rate, nobody can fore- 
tell what the ultimate end may be. But, 
unlike the world war, where importers wer: 
free to exploit, native manufacturers who 
have now taken their place are merely paying 
their way. A8 far as one can learn there is 
little or no effort at profiteering anywhere, 
and as a matter.of note we have got protests 
from manufacturers that even normal profits 
are not admitted by the Prices Commission. 
On the other hand, we have been assured that 
where all the facts were disclosed the rulings 
of the Commission were reasonably. fair. 

Whether this country will improve its 
economic structure as a result of the war is a 
matter of speculation. The value of its ex- 
ports because of the warfare at sea has 
heen sharply advancing; and ‘is likely 
to continue só for the duration of 
hostilities. On the other Rand, the cost 01 
imports, whether raw materials or finished 
goods, is appreciably higher, too. In the 
ultimate, it is likely that the rate of advance 
in the case of foodstuffs will far outdistance 
that of finished goods. This, at any rate, 
is the wish of the people in so far as we 
stand to gain by our exports of agricultural! 
products. Manufacturers are An Ba cu deepl: 
concerned in this matter also. It is their 
wish to see agriculture enjoy the utmost 
prosperity. And it is patticularly their wish 
that the Government would see to it that. 
at a time when every extra hand will count 
on the land, no physically fit men in town 
or country be permitted to remain 
on the dole. It is no harm to recall: that, 
were it not for the fight for freedom made 
by a small section of the community some 
twenty years ago, these men and all others 
of military age would now be ‘under the 


whip of British military out in Francs or 
elsewhere. To compel them in the present 
emergency to help in their own upkeep a 
in the safety of their own land would not 
appear to be an unreasonable demand. We 
shall need all the food and fuel that can be 
produced, and, on the other hand, we are 
satisfied that much of the raw materials now 
imported could just as well be secured at 
home. We, therefore, feel that a mobilisa- 
tion of the nation’s surplus man-power at 
the present juncture is essential to imme- 
diate needs and future well-being. 


UNEMPLOYMENT 


It is not inappropriate that a body like 
ours, whose creative powers have dohe much 
for the country, would add its voice to the 
current situation. We appreciate that the 
Government is faced with a most difficult 
task, and that, on the whole, they are acquit- 
ting themselves with an efficiency not 
common to every nation. Our present com- 
paratively’ normal existence is in no small 
way due to the sound guidance and far- 
seeing viewpoint of the men at the head of 
affairs. Nevertheless, we must urge on them 
that unemployment is a serious danger. The 
unfortunate part of this problem is that much 
of it has been created. by the wrecking of 
such otherwise prosperous. industries as ship- 
building and building construction. Both 
industries have been . because they 


were rendered uneconomic by trades union 


activities. That the Government should have 
contended itself merely with holding the 
ring when the livelihood of many thousands 
of people was at stake is beyond our com- 
prehension. 


may so easily be destroyed. 

Much capital has been made against the 
Government because of the increase of taxa- 
tion. Much of this agitation is, however, 
coloured by political party considerations, 
but a part is also due to the feeling that 
there is a certain amount of waste. Your 
Council has suggested to the Government the 
setting up of a committee of Independent 
People to see where, and in what way this 
waste may be eliminated. As far as one can 
gather the general viewpoint seems to be 
that as long as the revenues of the State are 
efficiently utilised additional taxation is in- 
escapable. In other words, it should, and 
must be faced. But beyond the necessary 
minimum the extraction of moneys which 
would otherwise go into production is a grave 
mistake. To tax production avoidably in the 
interests of the non-producer is the wrong 
way to build a nation. 


THE EXPORT TRADE 


At previous Conventions attention was 
drawn to thé helplessness of the Government 
in the tackling of our export trade. We must 
assert again that it is the veriest nonsense 
to suggest that we are incapable of develop- 
ing a market other than that of Great 
Britain. That the Government should eon- 
tinue to ignore an adverse trade with 
countries other than Britain amounting to 
the total of seventeen miliion a year is beyond 
our understanding. 
Council suggested means whereby this de- 
ficiency may be minimised, but so far to no 
avail. . Apparently it makes no sense in the 
official psychology that every million worth 
of gods, particularly goods of native raw 
material origin, is an extra million into the 
coffers of the people. 

At this stage we can say with certainty 
that the overwhelming majority of the 
industries established in recent years 
are definitely on their feet. In the 
years of real -difficulty that have passed 
these new industries needed more than 
anything else the sympathy and support of a 
strong organisation. They were fortunate in 
having at their disposal such an organisation 
as ours. To Mr. Childers and his loyal staff 
a great deal of the credit for this state of 
affairs is due. i 

We must also pay tribute to the services 
rendered to industry by the officials of the 
Department of Industry and Commerce as

—in their jackets. A strong solution of 
washing-soda, neat vinegar, a certain 
antisceptic fluid, parafin oil, methylated 
spirit, are only only a few of the recom- 
mended aids to recovery. .

Plain Speaking 


The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
spoke very frankly last night to the 
members of the Federation of Irish 
Industries at their annual dinner in the 
Gresham Hotel, Dublin. He apologised 
for his forthright remarks. on the ground 
that he might have exceeded the limits 
imposed by the dictates of courtesy; but 
there is no doubt whatever that he spoke 
sound common-sense, and that his candour 
in the long run can do nothing but good. 
His broad thesis was that which has been 
expounded times without number in these 
columns during the last eighteen years— 
namely, the relations between agriculture 
and industry in the twenty-six counties of 
Eire, and the relations of both to the 
general community. When Saorstat 
Eireann came into being this country 
admittedly had a lop-sided economy. It 
had been an integral part of the United 
Kingdom for more than a hundred years, 
and its inhabitants had developed 
pastoral agriculture at the expense both 
of tillage and of manufacturing industries. 
The top-heaviness of this system was 
accentuated by the partition of Ireland. 
Most of the existing manufacturing indus - 
tries were situated in the six counties. 
and, when the Free State was set up as an 
independent community, its industrial 


activity, with the exception of a few. old - 


established concerns in Dublin, was 
almost negligible. Mr, Cosgrave’s Goveru- 
ment set out almost immediately to 
remedy this condition of affairs. It worked 
on the basis of selective protection, 
encouraging by means of tariffs such 
manufacturing industries as seemed to it 
to be capable of progressive development 
side by side with agriculture. For 
example. it brought the beet sugar 
industry ‘nto existence. It also gave pro- 
tection on a reasonable scale to a number 
of native industries which were being 
hampered by dumping from abroad. It 
was exceedingly cautious—in the eyes of 
many, indeed. it was over-cautious—in its 
granting of protective duties ; but it never 
lost sight of the essential fact that the 
farmer was the most important person in 
this country, and that his interests always 
must be paramount in the eyes of the 
State. Mice Body ie 

With the advent to power of Fianna 
Fail, the Cosgrave policy of selective 
protection? was expanded into a policy 
of ‘ full-blooded tariffs. New industries 
began to spring up like mushrooms under 
the shelter of a high wall of protective 
duties, and, naturally, a number of 
vested, interests was created. From the 
consumers’ point of view, the change was 
anything but an unmixed blessing. 
Inevitably prices began to rise. Labour 
costs also increased ; there was a crippling 
rise in taxation, and after a time the cost 
of living in the twenty-six counties grew 
out of all proportion to the people's 
capacity to meet it. Now Europe is at 
war. Prices are soaring everywhere, in 
belligerent and neutral countries alike; 
and Ireland cannot hope, at least in some 
degree, to escape the vicious spiral of 
increasing costs. and increasing wages, In 
his speech last evening Mr. Sean MacEntee 
told the industrialists quite frankly that 
the Government would not permit price 
increases. without the closest scrutiny, 
adding that his remarks applied with 
particular emphasis to highly tariffed 
goods. Protective duties, he insisted, had 
been imposed in order to safeguard native 
undertakings from foreign dumping, but 
not in order to enable manufacturers to 
run up charges against the consumer. 
Yet occasion had been taken by workers 
and employers alike to inflate costs 
grossly '” at the expense of the community.

The farmers must be 
given a chance to sell their exports 
advantageously. Otherwise, the whole 
bottom will fall out of the national 
economy, and manufacturers, workers and 
farmers alike will lose everything that 
their efforts have achieved.

The Coal Fund 

We publish elsewhere in this issue the 
latest list of subsoribers to the Mansion 
House Coal Fund, which for almost a 
generation has been providing fires during 
the coldest months of the year for the poor 
of Dublin. This year arrived like the 
proverbial raging lion, bringing with it 
such afflictions of cold and harsh weather 
as hardly have been experienced before in 
living memory. ‘The Mansion House Coal 
Fund accordingly is, strained with a 
burden of obligations the like of Which it 
seldom before has had to meet: Already 
this season some §,000 bags of coal have 


been distributed. and in the Arctic con- 
ditions of the last two weeks the demand 
on its benevolence has increased almost 


daily. The price of coal, too, has gone up 
far beyond the price of other years, 
creating a still further drain on the funds 
of the Society. At a meeting in the 
Mansion House a few days ago the 
honorary secretaries reported that the last 
consignment of 600 tons had cost about 
£120 more than at the same period last 
year. On top of that, subscriptions have 
declined. Doubtless the rising cost of 
living and the general uncertainty of the 
times have persuaded people to look to 
themselves first, to consider whether they 
can afford to be as charitable now as in 
other years, ang the result is that many 
former supporters of the fund either have 


reduced or have not renewed their sub- 


scriptions. Several of the most generous 
of the regular subscribers died during the 
last few months, and the fund, already 
almost desperafely in need, will have to 
bear heavier burdens than ever through 
the loss of these generous friends: Up to 
now the Committee has been able to meet 
all liabilities; but if the painfully cold 
weather of the last few weeks should 
persist for the remainder of the winter, 
will the Committee be able to continue? 
The closing down of the Mansion 
House Coal Fund is 6 prospect 
which we do not care to contemplate. 
There are few charitable institutions 
in the city which alleviate so much suffer- 
ing as that fund, and the loss of it would 
mean the keenest misery and suffering for 
many of our poorest citizens. What greater 
misery can be conceived than to have to
